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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fail to teach or suggest alone or in combination, a microwave powered lamp and a method of 
operating the microwave powered lamp including the limitations: "selectively opening and 
closing the optical cavity to allow transmission of light (UV radiation) from the bulb out of the 
optical cavity or prevent transmission of light (UV radiation) from the bulb out of the optical 
cavity" in a manner claimed in claims 1 and 6. It is for this reason in combination with all the 
other limitations in the independent claims 1 and 8, that claims 1-9 are allowable over prior art of 
record.
